With the arrest and confession of a 
13-year-old boy last Friday, Ltower 
Merion police believe they have put a 
stop to dozens of petty burglaries in 
Bryn Mawr, Ardmore and elsewhere 
along the Main Line. The boy, who is 
a Bryn Mawr resident and the son of 
respected parents, was caught by 
Lieutenant "Patsy" Mullin in Bryn 
Mawr near the scene of some of the 
robberies, which have for some time 
alarmed housewives. 

One Bryn Mawr woman suffered 
nervous prostration as a result of one 
of the burglaries; others in the town- 
ship have for some time been afraid 
to leave their homes unguarded for 
fear of thieves breaking in. 

Among homes which the boy ad- 
mits having broken into are those of 
Helen Burns, Bryn Mawr; G. Gordon 
Cook, Ardmore; William Flynn, Ard- 
more, and G. S. Anders, Ardmore. 

The total money recovered by police 
is estimated at not more than $15. 
The Bryn Mawr lad, who is a student 
in the Lower Merion Junior High 
School, was held under $500 bail by 
Magistrate Franklin P. Kromer for 
Juvenile Court at Norristown. In ad- 
dition to the thefts to which he has 
confessed, police suspect him and 
other boys of having committed many 
other burglaries throughout the town- 
ship.

As eccentric goTfers of the dub vari- 
ety, Jarvis and Tighe have many lu- 
dicrous moments together, the most hi- 
larious being their masquerading as be- 
whiskered plumbers who invade the 
ladies' locker room in the Bound 
Brook Club. This is the clowning cli- 
max of the production and provoked 
much laughter, as did also their scene 
of burlesque golf on the putting green.

National Prohibition Reform 

A Women's Organization for National Prohibition Reform has 
readied Montgomery County. The information is vouched for by the 
county committee of the aforementioned political body. This committee, 
which appears to be composed of a portion of the social leaders of the 
suburban half of the countv. is asking 60,000 other women m Mont- 
gomery to join with them in a campaign for a change in the existing 

prohibition laws. .. . . 

This organization, which is by no means the only anti prohibition 
body in the nation, is significant in showing a definite trend. 1 wenty 
years ago the W. C. T. U., Anti-Saloon League and similar associations 
were just beginning to approach their strength. The nation became 'dry 
because the reformers were organized— the liquor interests, demon rum 
and John Barleycorn were unprepared and were routed after a last-ditch 

scrap. ,._. ... „, 

Now the word "reformer" has a different application. I en years 
have passed. In that time there has been no theoretical need for propa- 
ganda against the evil effects of alcohol. 

The fight had been won ; the "dry's" rested on their laurels. And, as 
a result they have become weaker and somewhat bewildered, have been 
put on the defensive. Still the white-ribbon folks have two tremendous 
factors in their favor: 1. They hold the fort. 2. A man or group 
fights hardest when cornered, back to wall. 

The "dry" position is precarious, being charged with responsibility 
for "bootlegging, drunkenness, corruption, poisoned stuff and drinking 
by minors." Thus far, during the new trend, the dry element hasn t been 
able to shift the blame elsewhere with any degree of conviction. Still it 
took no less than two decades of active campaigning to place things where 
thev stand. 



The Changing Sunday 

The Sundav of our forefathers, a day of reverence and rest, is 
about to lose one of its last remaining fortresses, Philadelphia. Of sig- 
nificance on this subject is the following editorial, headed "The Price of 
Blue Laws," from the Philadelphia Public Ledger: 

With the decision of the Philadelphia Business Progress Asso- 
ciation to investigate the dollars-aiid-cents cost of a closed Sunday, 
the argument over the 1794 blue laws enters a new phase. Here- 
tofore the discussion has been around religious and moral issues. 
Now it centers on the pocketbook. # 

There is a verv real, sound basis for such a view ot the closed 
Sunday. For, like" so manv other problems, the closed Sunday in- 
volves other issues— Saturday and Monday business, for instance. 
No city with a large share of its population migrating every week- 
end can have a reallv normal business. Curtailing the ordinary 
six-day week to five, or even four, as some declare happens in 
Philadelphia, cuts a sixth of the potential revenue from that city 
everv year. Add to this the free-handed week-end spending else- 
where and the consequent week-day economy at home, and the 
financial aspect of the closed Sunday can become a very real prob- 
lem. ,. 
Some time ago a prominent Jewish rahhi made the startling state- 
ment that present religious institutions would cease to exist within fifty 
years. Since many of our churches date hack hundreds of years, this 
seems like too broad an assertion for its likelihood of coming about. On 
the other hand who could have imagined, even a few short years ago. 
that Philadelphia would investigate the disadvantages of an unworldly 
Sunday ?

Renewal of Football 



Petitions Circulated This Week 

Thru Haverford-Swarth- 

more Student Bodies. 



TO RESUME RELATIONS 



KlTorts arc being made to secure 
I lie renewal of football relations be- 
tween Haver ford and Swart limorc 
Colleges througb tbe circulation of a 
petition among both student bodies 
and alumni this week. The petition is 
sponsored by the two college news- 
papers, the Haver ford News and the 
Swarthmore Phoenix. 

It is hoped to secure the signatures 
of all students in both institutions, and 
as many alumni as possible. The pe- 
titions will then be presented to the 
presidents and graduate managers of 
athletics of both colleges. 

Football rivalry between these two 
institutions dates back to 1879. The 
annual game became established in 
1884 and followed each year until the 
first break in relations in 1904. 
Swarthmore ambitions for fast com- 
pany, resulting in one-sided games 
with its traditional rival, destroyed the 
friendly rivalry which had existed up 
to this time. 

Agitation for the renewal of rela- 
tions appeared at Haverford during 
1908, and the Haverford News, the 
present college paper, was established 
as a medium of propaganda to accom- 
plish this end. 

Begun again in 1910 the series be- 
tween the Quaker rivals lasted this 
time until 1925, when the Haverford 
athletic authorities deemed "unwise to 
close the season with a college whose 
widely difTerening athletic policies 
produce a condition of inequality in 
football competition." 

In commenting on the petition the 
editor of the Haverford News said: 

"In conducting this petition, the 
News believes that there is a real de- 
sire among the students and alumni of 
Haverford to have football relations 
with Swarthmore renewed. This belief 
is based largely on the poll on the 
situation which was taken two years 
ago and upon the run of current com- 
ment heard on the campus at present/' 

The wording of the student peti- 
tion will be; 

"To the Presidents and Graduate 
Managers of Haverford and Swarth- 
more: 

"We. the undersigned students o\ 
Haverford College, hereby express our 
whole-hearted desire for a renewal of 
football relations between Haverford 
and Swarthmore in 1931. We believe 
that any ill feeling that might have 
existed between the student bodies and 
likewise any marked differences in the 
strengths of the two football teams 
have been eliminated since the break 
in 1925."

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Mrs. Horace Burrell Traces Evolution to American 

Flag at Meeting of Rush Chapter, D. A. R. 



Mrs. Horace H. Burrell, of the Ger- 
mantown Chapter, D. A. R., Mt. Airy, 
Philadelphia, gave a very interesting 
talk at the meeting of the Dr. Benja- 
min Rush Chapter on Monday after- 
noon at the home of Mrs. F. T. Van 
Auken, on Chestnut Avenue, Nar- 
berth. Her topic was "The Evolution 
of the American Flag." Mrs. Burrell 
had a very interesting collection of 
Hags from the early history of the 
United States until the present day 
which she used to illustrate the various 
points in her lecture. 

Among the early flags which she ex- 
hibited and spoke of were those of 
Christopher Columbus, which he plant- 
ed on the shores of San Salvador in 
1492; the British flag of Sir John Ca- 
bot's expedition; the French flag of 
Charles VI; the flag of Henry Hud- 
son's expedition and the early Swed- 
ish flag from which Philadelphia de- 
rived its present city colors. 

Most of the thirteen original colo- 
nies were settled by the English and 
hence the cross of St. George was 
used in the majority of the flags al- 
though the Puritans in the early days 
objected to the Red Cross of St 
George, not from any disloyalty to the 
mother country but from a conscien- 
tious objection to what they deemed 
an idolatrous symbol. 

Many of the colonies in 1700 had 
devised badges to distinguish their ves- 
sels from that of England and each 
other. In the early stages of the Revo- 
lution each State adopted a flag of its 
own. Massachusetts was a pine tree 
flag in 1704, which was believed to 
have been carried at the Battle of 
Bunker Hill. Its motto was "An Ap- 
peal to Heaven;" South Carolina a rat- 
tle snake with the motto "Don't Tread 
on Me;" Xew York, a white flag with 
a black beaver, and Rhode Island a 
flag with an anchor. Blue flags with 
silver stars and white and red-striped 
flags show us how our own glorious 
flag was devised. It is thought by 
some that the flag of the East Indian 



Company was the first inspiration, 
while others claim the flag of the Light 
Horse Troop was the inspiration. 
There has been much controversy as 
to whether Betsy Ross made the first 
flag or not. Nevertheless, despite the 
debunkers of history we still like to 
think that she did. 

Congress in July, 1777, resolved that 
the flag be thirteen alternate red and 
white stripes and thirteen stars in a 
blue field, representing a constellation. 

In the first week of August, 1777, a 
flag was hurriedly improvised by the 
defenders of Fort Stanwix on the up- 
per Mohawk and was hoisted on the 
ramparts of the fort. It was a crude 
adaptation of the design of Congress; 
but, although hardly a "flag" in the 
true sense, it cannot be ignored in our 
patriotic history. 

One month later, September 3, 1777, 
the firts real Betsy Ross flag was un- 
furled in the outpost fight at Cooch's 
Bridge, foot of iVon Hill, between 
Christiana and Newark, Del.; which 
light was the perliminary engagement 
between troops of General Washington 
and General Sir William Howe, who 
was moving up from Chesapeake Bay 
to attack Philadelphia and who suc- 
ceeded in crossing the Brandywine, 
after a bloody battle, September 11. 
The American troops at Cooch's 
Bridge were commanded by General 
Maxwell and consisted of 900 Phila- 
delphia Light Horse and 700 Dela- ( 
ware and Maryland troops. It is | 
claimed that this is the first time the] 
Stars and Stripes were carried in bat- 1 

tic. . T . i 

As new States came into the Union j 
more stripes and stars were added. In j 
ISIS, however, it was deemed advis- i 
able to go back to the thirteen stripes, j 
hut to place stars in the blue canton. , 

Francis Scott Key wrote "The Star- : 
Spangled Banner" to the flag which j 
had fifteen stars in its blue canton in ; 
the year of 1812. t

'Hie old badges have been called 
in in order that employees of all de- 
partments dealing with customers may 
have a single distinctive type of badge. 
The new badge is diamond shaped, 
patterned in style and coloring similar 
to the decalcoiuauies appearing tm all 
company cars. *' Philadelphia Klcctrie 
Company" appears around the border 
of the badge in silver letters on a back- 
ground of gold. The number of the 
badge appears on a silver stripe run- 
ning through the centre on a back- 
ground of red. These badges arc worn 
for the protection of the public and 
employees wearing them have been in- 
structed to show their badges when 
calling on customers. 

The territory in which 'he new 
badges will be worn include the city 
of Philadelphia and four divisions in 
the suburban area: Delaware Division, 
with headquarters at Chester; Main 
Line Division, with headquarters at 
j Ardmore; Schuylkill Division, with 
headquarters at Norristown, and East- 
ern Division, with headquarters at 
lenkiulowu.

Among the poems written 
there were "Who Makes a Garden?", 
"Epitanhs of a Country Door-Yard," 
a very humorous number. The poem 
that first brought her to Philadelphia 
was inspired by looking at Washing- 
ton's statue in the public garden in 
Boston. She imagines he was home- 
sick and looking toward Virginia. 
Botli smiles and tears were brought 
to the eyes of her audience when she 
read from her children's poems and 
her "Negro Group." 

She completed her program with a 
poem written on "Lucky Lindbergh," 
written one night between ten o'clock 
and one in the morning and published 
in The Boston Herald.
